Nevertheleſs, ſince it may bethis Books fate to croſs the Sea, 
we {hall give. ſome ſhort direRtions to the Qur- landiſh Gardiners, how to 
chuſe the fitteſt Turff for this uſe, as allo how to keep and order it after the 
Engliſh manner. | | | £ 

- In the firſt place,that T urft muſt be choſen on which Sheep commonly 
feed, which ought to be free fromall other Herbs, except Camomile ; then 
you muſt have a flicer with a long and crooked handle, tocut the ſaid 
Turf indirect Lines, ſtill remembring to ſlope your hand whilſt youcue , 
that if the Turff chance to be raiſed, it may be neatly rejoyned and put to- 
gether again, ſo that it may ſeem as if it was made long ſince. This cut- 
ting of the Turff muſt be made {quare one foot 1n breadth, and three in 
length, of the thickneſs of an inch at the moſt, that it beihg raiſed with the 
ſlice of Iron ſomewhat bended, and with a handle of a convenient length, it 
may be roll'd like a ſheet of Paper, to be tranſported where 'tis neceſlary , 
and plac't with Art according to the Traces of our Gronnd-works. The 
beſt [eaſon for this work is after Afichaeimas ; for, if you ſtay till the Spring, 
there happen then ſometimes Droughts, which do endamage extreamly 
| the ſaid T urff, fo that one is ſometimes forced to water it, and yet notwith- 
ſtanding it hinders not the good graſs from dying, and nothing remains on 
our Turfts but baſe Herbs and Weeds. But, let us cometo the means to 
maintain and keep the ſaid Turft, which is done by often Mowing-/and 
Rowling of it; firſt with a Rouler of Wood, to take off the Worm-caſt, | 
then afterwards with the ſtone Router, to render it the firmer and more tite: 
This rouling muſt be done every day, or at the leaſt every. other day; and 
it muſt be Mowed at the leaſt twice a week, that the graſs may grow the 
thicker, and the Knots lie alwayes cloſe cut and ſmooth :- the ſithe muſt be 
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Walks, and that which isſifed onthe top; very even, 
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inches higher in the middle then onthe fides, juſt enoughto drain the -wa- 
ters and'no more ; for | do not approve ſogreat ſlopings which ſome uſe to
